March 2, 1948 


Pursuant to the foregoing warning and notification the legal voters 
of the Town of Dorset met in Town Meeting at the East Dorset School 
Hall on the 2nd day of March 1948 at ten o'clock in the forenoon to 
transact the following business: 


The meeting was called to order by Moderator Paul White. 


Art. 1. To hear the report of the Town Officers and to take prop- 
er action thereon. After some discussion in regard to the printed 
report the motion was made by Walter Jones tnat the report as pre- 
sented by the Auditors be accepted, which showed the school depart- 
ment with a balance rather than a deficit, The motion carried. 


Art. 2. Town Officers for the ensuing year elected by Australian

Art. 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise money by taxation 
or otherwise to pay the current expenses and indebtedness of the 
Town. John Stannard made the motion to raise the money by tax- 
ation. Motion was seconded and carried. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will accept the provision made by law 
for the payment of taxes to the Town Treasurer. Motion was made 
by W. F. McDevitt that the taxes should be paid to the Town Treas- 
urer. Motion was seconded and carried. 
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Art. 5. To determine by vote the date on which taxes saall be 
payable and what discount, if any, not to exceed four per cent, shall 
be allowed if paid on or before the specified time, or what interest 
shall be charged, if any, for delinquency. Motion was made by H. 
G. Stone that the poll taxes should be payable on July 1st, and that 
the property taxes should be payable on ‘October 1st, with the usual 
4 per cent discount. It was so voted. 


Art. 6. Shall the names of delinquent taxpayers of both poll and 
real estate taxes be published in the town report. Ernest Edgerton 
made the motion that the names of the delinquent taxpayers of both 
poll and real estate taxes should be published in the Town Report. 
It was so voted. 


Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to have the minutes of Town 
Meeting printed in the town ‘report. W. F. McDevitt made the 
motion that the minutes of town meeting be printed in the town 
report. Motion was seconded and carried. 


Art. 8. What amount, if any, in excess of that required by law, 
shall tae Town School ‘District pay for High School Tuition. Walter 
Read made the motion that the town pay the full tuition as set up by 
Burr and Burton Seminary. ($150.00). Frederick Gilbert seconded 
the motion and it was carried. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town '!School ‘District will vote a sum of 
$5,000.00 or any other amount into the building or improvement 
fund. The motion was made by Guy Stone that this fund be incor- 
porated into the repair fund of the school budget and make the total 
amount for repairs $4,500.00. It was so voted. 

Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote an appropriation of $100.00 
for the proper observance of Memorial Day. Joan Stannard made the 
motion to accept the article. Motion was seconded and carried. 

Art. 11. To see if the Town will vote an appropriation of $200.00 
or any other amount to the Dorset Library. Carleton Howe made the 


- motion that the Town pay $200.00 to the Dorset Library. Motion 


was seconded and carried. 


Art. 12. To see if the Town will vote lan appropriation of $300.00 
or any other amount to the East Dorset Fire Department, the amount 
voted to be used to build Fire House, part of the building to house 
the East Dorset Library. Carleton Howe made the motion to pay 
$300.00 to the East Dorset Fire Dept. It was so voted. 

Art. 13. To see if the Town will vote to have its fiscal year end 


on iDec. 31, 1948. John Stannard made the motion that the Town 
have its fiscal year end on December 31, 1948. It was so voted. 


Art. 14. Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages be 
granted in Town? Yes, 258. No, 174. ‘Shall spiritous liquors be 
sold in Town?) “Yes; 191.% Noi e514 
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Art. 15. To see what compensation the Town will vote to pay its 
Town Officers. Walter Read made the motion tnat the Town pay 
its Town Officers at the rate of $5.00 per day. Motion was seconded 
and carried. 

Art. 16. To see what compensation the Town will vote to pay 
the Overseer. Walter Jones made the motion that the town pay the 
Overseer $300.00 per year. This motion was defeated. Nora Gilbert 
made the motion that the town pay the Overseer the same as they did 
the last year, $480.00. This motion was seconded and carried. 


Art. 17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and empower 
the Selectmen to appoint one or two Road Commissioners. Elected 
by ballot. 


Art. 18. To see if the Town will vote to employ an accountant 
from the office of the Auditor of Accounts under Article No. 55, Acts 
of 1937. Carleton Howe made the motion that we adopt this article. 
It was so voted. 


Art. 19. Shall baseball be permitted after 2:00 p.m. on Sunday 
in this Town? Yes, 280. No, 43. Shall lectures and concerts be 
permitted after 6:00 p.m. on Sunday in tais Town? Yes, 279. No, 
23. Shall moving pictures be permittted after 6:00 p.m. on Sunday 
in this Town? Yes, 274. No, 40. . 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Australian 
Ballot System for the election of Town Officers. W. F. McDevitt 
made the motion to adopt the Australian Ballot System. Motion was 
seconded and carried. 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to have a School Advisory 
Committee. Ernest Edgerton made the motion that we discontinue 
having the School Advisory Committee. Thomas Warren seconded 
this motion.

Shall the Town vote to adopt Daylight Saving Time, from 
the last Sunday in April until the last Sunday in September of tne 
current year? W. F. McDevitt made the motion that we accept this 
article. It was seconded and carried. 


Art. 23. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen of said | 


Town to hire a full time Town Manager. Harry Davis made the mo- 
tion to lay this article on the table. This motion was defeated. After 
some discussion the motion was made by H. G. Brophy to ballot on 
this question. William Whalon seconded tais motion and it was de- 
cided to ballot. The result of the ballot was 117 against the hiring 
of a Town Manager and 51 for it. 


Art. 24. To act on the 1948 Budget and its attendant tax rate, as 
prepared by the Town Officers. Mr. Whittemore presented the follow- 
ing tax rate and resources to accompany the 1948 budget:

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MINUTES OF SPECIAL TOWN AND 
TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
July 20, 1948 


The meeting was called to order by Moderator Paul Waite at 8:00 
P. M., at the Dorset Village Hall. 


The warning was read by the Moderator. 


Carleton Howe explained the condition of the schools and the 
proposed plan for relief. 


Edwin L. Bigelow also explained the plan as drawn by Payson Web- 
ber of Rutland. 


Ford ‘Shroder suggested that Article 2 should read (to borrow up to 
$12,000.00 rather than to borrow the sum of $12,000.00). He also 
told that they might make a saving by using the equipment to furnisn 
the new class rooms, from the outlying schools. He also told of 
other alternatives to the school situation. 

Fred Whittemore told of some of the advantages of a central school 
over the present mode of schools. He stated that it gave a better as- 
sociation of children and that the teachers could give better teaching 
by having only two grades rather than four as they do now. 

After some other discussion David Gilbert made the motion that 
they cease debate and vote on Article one. John Stannard seconded 
this motion and it was so voted. 

Art. 1. To see if the voters of the Town School District will vote 
to install two classrooms on the 2nd floor of the present Village School 
Building. 

Ford Saroder made the motion to accept Article one as written. 
David Gilbert seconded the motion and it was voted unanimously. 


Art. 2. . To see if the Voters of the Town School District will 


vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow the sum of $12,000.00 to 
build and equip said classrooms. 


Ford Shroder made the motion that the voters of the Town School 
District vote to authorize tae Selectmen to borrow up to $12,000.00 
to build and equip said classrooms. This motion was seconded and 
carried unanimously.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Feb. 8, 1949. 


Members of the Dorset School Board: 


Several events of the ipast school year have made it one of the 
most progressive for Dorset’s schools. 


The renovation of the two buildings on each,side of the town has 
made a four-room building of the Village school and provided the 
East Dorset school with a new heating plant and sanitary toliet fa- 
cilities. 


Tae adoption of a new type of school orders and the plan of 
having one director responsible for all payments and the bookkeeping 
for the school board instead of the former sytem of all three directors 
writing orders and keeping an account is a most welcome procedure. 


New texts in Arithmetic and English have been purchased for the 
upper grades to replace outdated ones that had seen ten years of ser- 
vice, and they will be bought for the other grades before another 
school year starts. 


The unconditional promotions of one grade at the end of the 
school year in June were 85.9%, which compares favorably with an 
average of 77.3% for the state as a whole. The achievement test 
given last May to the pupils of the uppper four grades found 83.3% 
of them at or above grade which is a good record and placed Dorset 
as the second highest town in the District. 


The renovation of the ‘nalls at the East Dorset school was not 
completed, and they should be finished as soon as possible. It is un- 
fortunate that the large outside doors open directly into the school 
hallways because they let in so much cold air in the winter months. 
The small verandas could be closed in as a means of preventing that. 
It would seem as though the East Dorset school should have lunch 
room facilities equal to those at Dorset Village. 


While the improvements made the past 'year constitute a long 
stride toward the betterment of the schools, those interested in good 
schools must mot overlook the fact that there is still opportunity to 
proceed further.
